The closest prior arts of record, namely Frenkel et al., Sims, and Sawyer 
et al. either alone or in combination do not teach the treatment of FMF with 
specific leukotreine receptor antagonists, Zafirlukast or Singulair, the leukotreine 
receptor antagonists in a low dosage between 5 and 15 milligrams, administered 
on a daily basis, for periods of time varying from 5 months to 2 1/2 years of claim 
3, or to humans between the age of 9 and 72 years of claim 5. 

Accordingly, the claims are found to patentable over the prior art.
